School expansion plans set to 
create a thousand new places 


NEARLY a thousand more primary 
school places are to be created in the 
borough to help meet the demands of a 
growing population. 

The council has backed plans that 
include expanding the popular and 
successful St Mary Magdalene C of E 
primary in Woolwich, creating a new site 
on the Greenwich Peninsula. 

The project, led jointly by the royal 
borough, the Southwark Diocesan Board 
of Education and the school’s governors, 
will see a second site built opposite the 
existing Millennium primary school. It 
will enable St Mary Magdalene to double 
its capacity over the next six years, from 
420 places to 840. 

The scheme also includes capacity to 
expand the school at the new site still 
further, offering provision from ages 3 
to 19 - creating an all-through school 
that would be the first of its kind in the 
borough. 

Other school expansion schemes backed 
by the council’s cabinet at its meeting 
last Wednesday (February 19) are: 
• Wingfield Primary School, Kidbrooke, 
to be expanded when the school is rebuilt 


on a new site next to the existing school 
as part of the Kidbrooke redevelopment. 
This will increase pupil numbers for 
each year group from 60 places to 90 

• At Eltham C of E primary, as part 
of the rebuilding project for the 
school the number of pupils for each 
year group will increase from 45 to 60. 

• Our Lady of Grace Roman Catholic 
Primary School, Charlton, is to double 
its capacity from 30 to 60 places in each 
year group. 

Councillors were told that the vast 
majority of people who responded to a public 
consultation had agreed there was a need 
for extra school places to meet demand. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for children and young people, 
said: “With an expanding population, and 
new homes being built on many sites 
across the borough, it’s vital that we 
plan to ensure sufficient places for our 
children. 

“By supporting these four successful 
and popular schools, we will be well- 
placed to ensure that children in the next 
few years have the chance to receive the 
education they deserve.”

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Go ahead for new homes at old market site 


THE ROYAL borough's Planning Board has 
given the go ahead for the redevelopment of 
a key site in the heart of Eltham Town Centre. 

Developers now have permission to transform 
the old Grove Market site off Eltham High 
Street. Their plans include a new building, up to 
eight storeys high, which will have 144 homes 
with 31 3 square metres of retail space for shops 
or a restaurant at ground level. 

Taking account of comments from the 
public, the committee agreed that work on 
the development should not begin until a 
site investigation to check there was no risk 
of the land being contaminated or having 
asbestos, and until details of working hours 


and environment issues have been published. 
It was also agreed to publish details of the 
design and the materials being used, and that 
opening hours of the retail or cafe unit should 
be limited between 7am and 11pm seven days 
a week. 

The site previously consisted of homes with 
shops and basement parking but fell into 
disrepair and was boarded up. It was acquired 
by developers City Grove Securities in 201 3. 

Plans for the site include 49 car parking 
spaces plus cycle spaces and 144 new homes 
with 68 one-bed units, 70 two-bed, and six 
three-bed. They will be a mixture of private 
and affordable units set around a central 


square with fountains, grassed and hard 
landscaped areas. Access to the flats will be 
off Court Yard and Eltham High Street. 

Planning Board chair, Cllr Ray Walker said: 
'This is a key site in Eltham which will now be 
transformed into a new development that will 
provide much-needed quality new homes for 
the area which will all help to stimulate the local 
economy even further. The Board recognised 
the concerns of residents together with the 
Bob Hope Theatre and it applied some relevant 
conditions while taking into account the material 
considerations of the Planning Inspectorate and 
earlier planning decisions. It's good to see the 
future of the site move forward."

Major plans for hundreds of new peninsula homes approved

MAJOR plans which are part of the 
huge jigsaw to redevelop Greenwich 
Peninsula have been given the 
go-ahead. 

The royal borough’s planning committee 
agreed to five important new proposals 
when it met last Monday (February 17). 
They are: 

• A 139-home development for land 
south-west of Barge Walk and north- 
west of Bessemer Place, together with 
private and community space and car 
and cycle parking. 

• A mixed-use development south-west 
of Barge Walk with more than 2,000 
square metres for community uses estate 
management use, with landscaping. 

• A 224-home development with private 
and communal amenity space, car 
parking and landscaping, east of Barge 
Walk. 

• A residential development with 519 
homes, with amenity space, landscaping 
and parking west of Coal Jetty. The 
Coal Jetty will also be refurbished to 
provide a 915 square metre, two and 
three-storey pavilion to provide facilities 
for river vessels, together with a visitor 
centre, shops, cafes, an exhibition and 
performing arts space 

• A development of 17,000 square metres 


of industrial floor space on land next to 
2-6 Griffin Manor Way, Thamesmead. 

Plans for the Greenwich Peninsula site 
are designed to release surplus public 
land to boost construction jobs, drive 
investment and deliver the additional 
housing desperately needed in London. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “Greenwich Peninsula is 
an extremely important regeneration 
site, with the capacity to make a vital 
contribution to the new homes that 


London so desperately needs. 

“The development of these homes comes 
as the Peninsula continues to grow into 
one of London’s brightest new business 
districts. With its strong emphasis on 
media and technology companies, and 
excellent transport connections to the rest 
of the capital, the Peninsula is attracting 
significant inward investment, and 
offering vital employment opportunities 
as it helps to strengthen the economy in 
East and South-East London.”

Ofsted praise for social 
work mentoring scheme 


SOCIAL workers were given 
a boost when schools 
watchdog Ofsted praised 
a Royal Greenwich scheme 
that supports them. 

A team of six highly- 
experienced social workers 
was put together to mentor 
and coach newly-qualified 
staff, who work with 
children needing care and 
protection. The aim was 
to stem the high drop-out 
rate among junior social 
workers seen in other parts 
of the country.

T HE royal borough’s plans to 

commemorate the centenary of The 
Great War begin officially next 
month, when a special project is launched 
at the Greenwich Heritage Centre at the 
Royal Arsenal in Woolwich. 

Supported by a £10,000 grant from the Lottery, 
the project called ‘Family stories of the Great 
War’ is researching the names carved on three 
borough war memorials. The aim is to find out 
more about the lives behind the names, and 
bring their stories to life again. 

Families are being asked to work with the 
museum and share what they know about the 
ancestors they lost in the four-year conflict, one 
of the bloodiest in the UK’s history with horrific 
casualties on all sides. 

As part of the regular Museum Late 
programme, the Heritage Centre will be 
specially open late from 6-9pm on Wednesday, 

March 13 so visitors can find out more about the 
project. A touring exhibition will be created at 
the end of the project, which will go into local 
schools and public buildings. 

Names on the war memorials such as in Eltham 
and Charlton are being logged so people can 
explore the stories behind them. Heritage Centre 
experts will work with volunteers, and families. 

Two Eltham residents have already provided GT 
with information about relatives who lost their 
lives. Tony Metcalfe sent in a photo and a press 
notice of his uncle Ernest Willett, a corporal in 
the Royal Fusiliers City of London Regiment. He 
served in France and Flanders and was killed in 
action on 20 September 1917, aged 28. 

Corp Willett’s name is recorded on the war 
memorial outside St John’s Church, Eltham 
High Street. 

Tony said: “Ernest was born in 1 Southwood 
Cottages, Avery Hill Road, which still stand 
today but is now known as 201 Avery Hill Road. 
Eltham. 

“He lived there with my grandparents and my 
mother until he went into the First World War. I 
did not know him as I was born 20 years after he 
was killed in action, but the family talked a lot 
about him.” 

Another name on the same memorial is that 
of Corp Edmund Carter from the Middlesex 
Regiment, who died on 3 May 1917, aged 26. His 
great-grandson, Ted Carter from Eltham, said: 

“He is named on the Eltham War Memorial but 
all I know about him is on the Arras Memorial.” 

This memorial cemetery in Arras, France, 
states Corp Carter was the son of a Reading 
couple. The cemetery contains more than 2,650 
Commonwealth burials from the Great War, 10 
of which are unidentified. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for culture and creative industries, said: 
“The First World War had a major impact on the 
local area and changed the lives of thousands of 
locals. This project will play an important part 
in helping to highlight this era in our local and 
national history for all generations during a 
year of commemoration .”

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Restoration plan launched 
for wartime pet cemetery 


A GROUP started by dog walkers is 
working to restore the historic pet 
cemetery in Hornfair Park. 

The cemetery is all that remains of the Blue 
Cross Kennels, which began life in 1899 
as a kennels for the pets of army officers. 
The Blue Cross acquired them at the end of 
World War 1 to house dogs being brought 



back by families returning from abroad and 
provided a final resting place. The kennels 
finally closed in 1958. 

The group, called the Friends of the Pet 
Cemetery, is keen to hear readers' memories 
about the site on Shooters Hill Road, or 
memories that may have been passed down. 
Secretary Jean Patrick said: "Our objective 
is to tackle the very neglected cemetery. We 
want to put in new benches and planting, 
and make it a sanctuary and a tribute to the 
men and women who went off to war. A lot 
of the dogs went abroad as military working 
dogs, and when they came back they went 
into quarantine at the Blue Cross Kennels. 
"We are now researching the headstones 
in the cemetery. Some have registration 
numbers on them, and one of them is for a 
soldier's pet monkey! They are mainly for 
wartime dogs, and some got the Dickin 
Medal (the animals"Victoria Cross') for 
bravery and their contribution to the First 
World War effort." 

The group, which now has 35 members, 
recently held its first annual meeting, 
attended by the Mayor of Royal Greenwich, 
Cllr Angela Cornforth.

War estate set to mark 1 00 years

R ESIDENTS on Eltham's historic Progress 
Estate are putting plans together to 
celebrate its 1 00th birthday next year. 
Originally called the Well Hall Estate, the 
Progress was built in 1 91 5 to house the 
growing number of workers needed at the 
Woolwich Arsenal to make arms for the First 
World War. It was made a conservation area in 
1 975 because of its unique architecture. 

The estate's Residents' Association is planning 
to mount a centenary plaque in the Progress 
Hall, as well as producing commemorative 


mugs, tea-towels and cards for sale. Part of the 
cost will be met from a £1 ,060 grant from the 
Co-op's Membership Community Fund. 
Association treasurer Allan Cooper said: 

"We are very grateful to the Co-op for this 
contribution to our 201 5 celebrations. It 
serves as a reminder of the historic link with 
social housing on the Progress Estate, which 
was owned by the Royal Arsenal Co-operative 
Society from 1 925 to 1 980." 

The royal borough's heritage service is 
working with Progress Estate residents in 


developing their plans. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the borough's cabinet member 
for culture and creative industries said: "The 
history of the Progress Estate tells a unique 
story of the local home front during the Great 
War, and particularly of the lives of the women 
workers at Woolwich Arsenal. We hope the 
Progress Estate story will form an integral part 
of our borough commemorations throughout 
the four-year period and we hope to continue 
to work with the residents to support their 
programme in 201 5."

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# DRAMATIC images 
of the First and Second 
World Wars through the 
eyes of both official and 
unofficial war artists 
can be seen in a year-long series of 
exhibitions at the Queen’s House in 
Greenwich, 

Called War Artists at Sea, the 
programme will showcase the very 
best of the Royal Museums’ collection 
of wartime art. It includes stunning 
and moving portraits, battle scenes, 
and depictions of everyday life during 
conflict. 

It opened on Saturday, February 
15, and will run until February next 
year. There is a rolling programme 
of displays, with some work on show 
now, and then more in March and 
August. 

Artists featured include merchant 
navy seaman John Kingsley Cook, 
a talented illustrator but never an 
official war artist, who spent a year 
in a prisoner-of-war camp in Algeria. 
His sketches of his time there have 
never been on display before. 

The organisers are also on a quest 
to find out information about Gladys 
Reed. She was a navy Wren who 
donated 14 sketches of her fellow 
WRNS to Royal Museums Greenwich 
in 1947. But nothing else is known 
about her, not even if she is still alive, 
and she remains a complete mystery. 

Apart from the recording of events, 
official war art served the purposes 
of commemoration, instruction, 
documentation and propaganda, as 
well as raising morale at home and on 
the front line. Their work on display 
shows the home front, action at sea, 
life above and below deck and the 
‘faces’ of war. 

The Allied Landings in Normandy 
in 1944 are depicted, and other 
images reveal the faces and day- 
to-day lives of those at war, from 
intimate snapshots of life on-board 
submarines, to moving posthumous 
portraits of Victoria Cross holders.
